DROP-OUT RATE TOQ HIGH 


Mississippi has an unusually high 
rate among pupils who drop out 
of school The Children's Code 
Commission recently reported on 
results of a survey made of 782 
children who entered the first 
grad in five Mississippi towns 
in 1940, normally, they would 
have graduated in 1952, but only 
28g received diplomas. The nation- 
al average for graduation is 50 
per cent of those entering, Reon- 
sons for drop-outs included mar- 
riage, military service, employ- 
ment, school difficulties and ill 
health. Military service should 
not be a reason for quitting school. 
Military authorities want thinking 
manpower, and they prefer the 
youth to complete his classroom 
work before reporting for duty. 
The best bit of advice for a 
youngster these days is to learn 
to think.

Since 1958 has been designated 
weed control year on all grasses 
and weeds that chemicals have 
been selected for, it will pay to 
study your farm to see what weeds 
infests crops and pastures, also, 
the different kinds of equipment, 
and decide what fits your needs 
and make plans to control them 
with chemicals and proper equip- 
ment. Four major weeds that must 
be controlled in pastures are dock, 
bitter weed, thistle and cypress 
weed. Wild onion is one of the 
major pests in dairy grazing, but 
they are hard to kill Of these 
4-D will kill all except the cypress 
weed, and while it will not kill 
the onions, it will knock them 
down and out of the way of graz- 
ing cattle.

sis by Alfred Politz Research Inc. 


more than half of all homemak- 
ers sometimes find themselves 
without milk when they need it, 
usually on the weekend. ‘When 
these homemakers find themselves 
without on a weekend, they 
mosi likely will shiup their snowd- 
ers and decide to do without”, 
said Sam Gunter, state manager. 


“The market for selling the ex- 
tra weekend milk is gained or lost 
at the point of sale,, and the in- 
dication is that the market can 
be greatly expanded by in-store 
promotions urging homemakers 
to be SURE she has enough milk 
to see her through the weekend. 


About two-thirds of the adult 
population drink both milk and 
coffee, yet only one-fourth of this 
group drinks both at the same 
meal. Increased promotion of the 
“MILK NOW, COFFEE LATER” 
theme in both restaurants and 
homes can increase this market. 


Cheese promotion opportunities 
indiéated by the survey show that 
emphasis on use in sandwiches, 
ease of preparation in cooked dish- 
es, adaptability to many different 
kind of uses, nourishment and 
good taste will appeal to the aver- 
age homemaker. Over 46 percent 
of cheese usres listed ease of pre- 
paration as a significant advantage. 


The study also shows that the 
number of homemakers using but.
